POST OFFICE DEPARTMENT. 

It is astonishing to witness the eagerness 
of the American people in small matters, 
and their supineness in malters of vital im- 
portance.

So far as 
our knowledge extends, (no little,) we do 
not know more than a dozen Post Offices 
where the most bare-faced frauds are not 
practised, and the whole business held up 
to ridicule and contempt. This will never 
produce reform—because those concerned 
in it are lost to shame! But why does the 
people not demand a sadical reform? The 
Post Office was instituted for their benefit, 
and they alone are the sufferers, and ought 
to insist upon a specdy reformation. There 
is more danger in this matter than they seem 
to be aware of. ‘To hear such people prate

Congress has the sole control of the Post 
Office. The Constitution says, Congress 
has power to establish Post Offices and 
Post Roads.” It does not say that the 
President, or the Postmaster General, or 
Messrs. Hobbie and Gardner, or Sam’l. 
Gwin, or Plitt, or any one of the thousand 
uoprincipled renegades which are at this 
moment coursing over the ceun'ry, and reg- 
ulating the Department. It says distinctly, 
that this power belongs to the congress of 
the United States. But who is congress ? 
Answer.—Congress consists of the Presi- 
dent, Senate, and House of Representatives, 
of United States.

The Constitution-says congress has power, 

Ist. ‘* To lay and collect taxes. 

2d. “ Tu pay off debts, and provide for 
the common defence and general welfare of 
the United States. 

3d. ‘* To borrow money. 

Ath. “ To regulate foreign commerce. 

5th. ** To establish a uniform system of 
naturalization. 

Gth. “To coin money, and fix the stand- 
ard of weights and measures. 

7th. ** To estalish Post Offices, and Post 
Roads. 

8th. “ To declare war, and grant letters 
of marque—raise and support armies, and 
provide and maintain a Navy,” 

So it is evident there can be no congress 
without a President. ‘The House of Rep- 
resentatives and Senate make the laws, and 
the President is to sign and sce them execu. 
ted. Herein lies the difficulty. This is 
the root of the evil which now aililicts our 
country, and every one must see, will final. 
ly overthrow the Constitution—why ? Be- 
Cause it is impossible—it is not within the 
compass of human nature for any one man 
to see the laws executed, because it would 
suppose him to be in every part of the U. 
| State at One and the same time. But he ap- 
| points men to see them executed, and they 
appoint others—and pains and penalties are 
‘annexed to the office. But how is such pub- 
lic agents to be convicted of crime, or de- 
‘fault? Upon testimony of his guilt, to be 
sure ; but this proof wiil aever be obtained 
while the United States is governed by a 
party. This has been verilied under Pre- 
sident Jackson: for, in appointing men to 
office and agencies, the ouly questions ask- 
ed of a candidate are, “is he Jackson?” 
* Oh yes, Jackson up to the hub.” ‘This 
agent, office-holder, or principal, of course 
employs no sub-oflicer, but up to the hub 
fellows ; ard no matter how their duties are 
performed, or whether they work, or play, 
or pilfer—silence on the one hand, and re- 
moval from office on the other, is mutually 
understood. This isthe inseparable con- 
sequence of party politics. 

Orrice is the first object with a party, 
and increase of numbers is the next. This 
is what they call “strength.” Hear them 
when you will, they are aiming at strength. 
No matter how great a villain a man may 
be, he counts one. All the qualifications re- 
quisite is, that he must be “ Jackson up to 
the hub.”

But we may not always have a 
Senate endued with discretionary powwers-~ 
for the iast Postmastet General is a deplora- 
ble evidence of the contrary. 

There was some talk, the last congress, 
of organizing this Department with Audi- 
tors, Comptrollers, &c. as the other Depart- 
meuts aie ; but whether this will réach the 
evil or not, we canvot tell. ‘The fact is, the 
Post Otfice will never be adminisicred for 
apy but‘ the party,” while Col. Gardner, 
and Maj. Hobbie, are in the building—it is 
idle to talk of it—we know the men too 
well. 

Much was expected from the industry, 
talents, and application, of Mr. Kendall, 
aud much has been done, but it has been 
done for ‘the party ;’ itis a great deal worse 
for the people than before, and the reason

Ohio without change; Marine Stocks 
declined; Jackson down to 83; Washington, 
and State Marwe 82; Paterson closed bet- 
ter; Boston rather fell off, notwithstanding 
the dividend, Worcester went up a little; 
Long Island fell oif; Canton is selling at 65: 
67, the par value being at 60, 90 that the 
stock stands above par.—WV.
